You were kind enough to volunteer to help me locate a pamphlet which I have 
been unsuccessful in finding. As I told you I do coin and paper money research and 
writing and found a reference in an early 19" century American Encyclopedia to a French 
invention which is described as: 

“ Rapport fait a la classe, des sciences Mathématiques et Physiques de L’ Institut 
National; sur diverses Inventions de Jean Pierre Droz, relatives a L’ Art du 
Monnoyage.” 

It states that this report describes a coining press with its automatic feeding apparatus 
minutely detailed. It was subsequently improved and used by Mathew Boulton of 
England about 1788. I enclose a copy of the printed text of our source. The Bibliotheque 
Nationale should have it somewhere and you indicated you would use your contacts to try 
to find.0, 

Droz is well known as a superb 18 century mechanic who designed coining 
machinery. Everyone wanted to hire him, even the Americans. 

As early as 1731 M. DuBusson presented such a project to the Royal Academy of 
Paris. Droz wrote his pamphlet long after this period but no date is available to me. 

If you need any further information I shall be glad to try to furnish it.

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MACHINE 
FOR PLACING BLANKS TO BE STAMPED 
ON THE DIES 
FOR COINING 
INVENTED 
BY MONSIEUR DU BUISSON 


One knows quite well what is the construction of the SSS 
machines which serve to stamp the coins, thus one doesn’t stop b7St., 
to describe in detail the part ABCD of this machine which is in Nov3o1. 
common with others; because the dies CD are for the imprinting 
of the blank, which is placed on the lower die C, while the upper 


die D strikes and stamps the blank by means of screw EF on 
hich ic fixed the bar GH which with the screw and the die

which is attached to it, forms what one calls a balancier. As 

it happens sometimes that the workman either has a finger cut 
off or places the blank askew because of fear that he may be 
caught between the dies; here is a machine by means of which 
every person will be able to work on the screw press, stamp very 
well the blank and not run any risk.

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It consists in attaching a cord to end G of the beam, 
which is conductedby a small horizontal roller on wheel I, 
where it is fixed to be rolled to the right of the circumference. 
The shaft of this extended wheel carries a second wheel K; both 
are moveable on their axle which turns freely in the uprights (?) 
where their axles are inserted; on this second wheel K is fixed 
a cord which is wrapped around the circumference in a direction 
opposite that which is applied on the first wheel I: it is this 
second wheel K which with the the cord makes the principal 
piece of this machine move perpendicularly; this piece is formed 
of two triangles LM which one sees displaced from the machine 
and marked by italic letters abcdef: these two triangles, of which 
each is a right-angle, are set against each other at a part of their 
border cb, ed the manner in which their descents are found to the 
right and left of the perpendicular, in which are found the cord ci 
and the weight P; the piece LM or af passes completely through 
the bed of the machine and specifically through the opening NO, 
placed in the middle of two plates QR placed one on the other, and 
which are sliding on the solid ST in such a way that they can be 
driven out of the machine at one end of the machine at one time 
and the other end of the machine at another time. The duty of these 
two plates is to carry the planchet onto the die and to leave it there 
to be stamped; they are represented alone and labeled in italics by 
the letters ghkimn, and gh is the first plate, in the middle of which 
is the channel ki: at the end A there is a round opening, about the 
diameter of the blank to be stamped; this blank is supported by the 
lower plate mn which also has an opening in its center along its 
length, which corresponds to opening ki in the first plate, except 
that the channel in the lower plate ends at o, and that it is shorter 
than the upper opening to which it corresponds.. Piece LM or af 
carries two pegs cd, which 
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are to move in succession the double stirrup VX YZ, moving ===SSS== 
around the two studs VZ, while the other arms YZ are to move 173d 
in the sguide of the small frame 3 which carries the small arm 5 No. 3545 
which alternately plugs and unplugs the lower opening of the 
cylindrical hopper in which the blanks which are to be stamped 
are contained; the blanks only fall one at a time, and are 
directed into the opening that carries them onto the die by the 
inclined plane, 7,8, on which they fall successively. And now 
see what are their operations. 

Suppose that a blank is placed on die C, if for stamping 
it you pull the arm by its end H in the direction Hz, it will happen 
that cord GI while it unrolls will raise piece LM by means of the 
second wheel K, then the peg d will necessarily raise the double 
stirrup X, which, pushing frame 3, the arm 5 will allow to pass 
one blank which will slide down the inclined planed 7,8, and will 
seat itself at the end of plate /n. This plate by the same movement 
from below to above is driven away by the descending piece of the 
lower triangle M; and as the dies CD only permit between them 
a space equal to the thickness of the upper plate, its rim encounters 
the coin which was stamped first by the initial movement of the 
arm, obliging it to depart, and to fall from side 9; and the lower 
plate which supports the blank in the opening of the upper plate, 
coming to encounter the edge of die C, is obliged to move back 
and to only allow that the first plate through which the blank 
passes to be placed on the die: during all these movements supposing 
that end H traverses the arc Hz. If now one releases at z the end 
of the arm H, it will happen that the descent of triangle L, which 
tends always to descend being pulled by weight P, encounters 
instead the plate gh, which its lower surface (?) pulls back from

The svant of feeding apparatus has been long felt asa 

rect dlefect in the ald coining press. In 1731, M. Du 

uisson presented to the Royal Academy of Paris, a 
projest for an ayparudus du place the blanks upon the 
dies without depending upon the care of the workmen: 
it consisted of tio sliders, one applied upon the other. 
The wpper one had a hele in it for tha reception of the 
money, the other was only a fiat plate, to keep it from 


failing through. These sliders ms taken a blank © 


from a tube: where they were deposited, were both ad. 
vanced topether by the movement of the press towards 
tue die, and displacing the picce already struck from the 
lower dit, Jaid the blank upon it, the jowor slider pro- 
cewlinng ng further than the edge of the die. The whole 
montrivance was iinperfectand awkward, but deserves to 
be recorded as perhaps the first attempt. See Machines 
Shprouvdas par L’ deademie, 1731, vol. v. p. 135. 

The feeding mechanism of Mr Boulton’s press is also 
a French invention, as appears froma pampnict entitled, 
Rapport foit a ta elaase, des Seieriees Marhemariguesr et

tions de Jean Pierre Droz, relatives a Ltrs du Afonnoy- 
age. In thig report a coining press, with the feeding 
apparatus tike that woich cael ee described, {s minute. 
ly detailed, and also several other inventions whieh dis. 
play much ingenuity; but they are not ac complete as

by the application of nis steam ¢nginge to put then. 
motion, as well as by sevesal improvements in the making 
of the dies, has carried the art of coining to a degree of 
perfection hitherto unknown. (vy, F.) 
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
